The  Compliance  Division  of  the  War  Production  Board  had  determined 
that  the  provisions  of  the  existing  order  as  developed  by  the  Containers 
Division  of  the  War  Production  Board  could  not  be  administered  with  the 
limited  compliance  staff  available.    As  the  WPB  feels  that  sone  program 
for  containers  is  necessary,  a  proposed  amendment  to  L-232  was  developed 
under  which  the  container  quotas  would  be  determined  by  committees 
supervised  by  the  War  Food  Administration.      The  Committee  was  called  in  to 
review  the  proposed  amendments  and  administrative  program. 

The  Committee,   in  general,  recognized  that  some  program  v/as  necessary, 
but  felt  that  any'  restriction  should  apply  uniformly  to  all  perishable 
crops  and  not  to  a  group  of  seven  selected  vegetables.     In  establishing  such 
a  program,  however,  this  would  require  a  redefinition  of  the  policy  for 
giving  special  assistance  to  certain  crops*    A  sub-committee  of  this  group 
presented  this  request'  to  the  Assistant  Administrator.     It  was  decided, 
however,  that  such  a  review  of  policy  was  not  possible  at  this  late  date  in 
the  production  year.    Therefore,  plans  are  being  made  to  develop  an  Amend- 
'  ment  to  L-232  under  which  the  determination  of  container  quotas  among 
packers  and  shippers  will  be  made  by  committees  set  up  by  the  WFA. 

As  so  little  time  is  now  available  before  April  1  when  the  program* 
v/as  first  scheduled  to  become  effective,  plans  are  now  being  made  to  extend 
the  effective  date  to  June  or  July. 

One  of  the  handicaps  to  the  return  of  fruit  and  vegetable  hampers  and 
baskets  is  the  fact  that  so  few  covers  are  salvaged.     These  lids  or  covers 

easily  become  detached  and  the  resale  price  is  low  per  unit           so  there 

is  not  a  grea.t  deal  of  inducement  to  salvage  them*    The  hamper  or  basket, 
however,  is  useless  for  distant  shipment  without  a  cover,    as  a  result, 
used  container  dealers  have  had  rather  large  stocks  of  hampers  without 
covers  at  a  time  when  they  were  far  behind  with  their  orders  for  hampers 
with  covers,    through  considerable  urging,  however,  container  manufacturers 
recently  made  four  cars  of  additional  covers  which  represented  about 
200,000  units.    By  using  our  purchase  fund,  we  optioned  these  cars  and  thus 
assured  the  manufacturer  a  sale.     In  each  case,  however,   they  were  sold  to 
used  container  dealers  befo  e  we  exercised  the  option  and  bough/;  the  covers. 
Thus,  200,000  hampers  were  returned  to  circulation  without  our  spending  a 
dime  which  is  a  lot  of  hampers*

Field  offices  should  "be  sure  to  advise  the  relay  -of f  ice ,,  with  a  copy 
to  Washington,  when  market  wires  covering  certain  commodities  or  markets  •" 
are  no  longer  needed.    This  policy  should  be  "followed,  "by  offices  on  the 
leased  wire  as  well  as  those  depending  on  a  commercial  relay.  '    Failure  to 
discontinue  these  wires  often  means  considerable  extraneous  matter  is  "being 
carried  on  the  Leased-wire.
